It is reported from Washington that 
the superintendent of the free deliv- 
ery system, has interpreted the eight

week of seven days.

expected to render service on Sundays, 
there is only one way the law ean be 
interpreted, and that is to demand as 
much work on Sundays as other days. 
The postmaster-general does not be­ 
lieve in a Sunday mail service, but it 
is claimed that the law w ill compel 
him to authorize it.

in Wisconsin cities.
